nut- tees, which yield tore of Maſt for Swine, and 
are often therewich ſufficiencly fatted with Oat- 
Corn: as alſo Maples, Cedars, Saxifrage, Beach, 
Birch, Holly, Hazel, with many ſorts more. 
The Herbs which the Countrey naturally afford, 
are Purflain, whice Orage, Egrimony, Violets. Pen- 
niroyal, Alicampane, s Saxaparilla-very com- 
mon, with many more. Yea, in Mey you ſhall ſeeche 
Woods and Fields ſo curioully bedecke with Roles, 
and an innumerable mulcitude of delightful Flow- 

ers, not only pleaiing the eye, but ſmell, thut 
may behold Nature contending wich Arc, and ſtri.

They build ſmall moveable Tents, which they re. 
move ta or three times a year, having their prin» 
cipal quarters where they plant their Corn : their 
Hunting q arte rs, and their Fiſhing quarters: Their 
Recreations are chiefly Foot- ball end Cards, at 
which they will play away all they have, excepting a 
Flap to cover their nakedne's: They are great lo- 
vers of tiroag drink, yet do not care for drinking, 
unleſs they ha ve enough to make themſel ves drunk; 
and if there be ſo many in their Company, t har there 
is not ſufficient ta make them all drunk, they uſually 
ſelett ſo many out of their Company, proport ona ble 
to the quantity of drink, and the reſt muſt be pe-

indifferent level ; ſtore af excellent good ti nber, and

T., A and the Cat, of - 
Virginia : It us a very pleaſant River andCountrey, 
bue very few inhabicants, and them being moſtly 
Swerts, Le ich and Finns : about ſixty miles up 
the River is the principal Town called N w-Coft., 
which is about 40 miles from Adary-l:ud, and very 
good way to travel, either wich horſe or foot, the 

ple are ſet led all along the weſt fide ſincy miles 2= 
— the land is good for all ſorts of 
Erglil» grain, and wanteth nothing but a good 
people to — it, it being capable of entet- 
taining Many hundred ſamiĩ ies. 

Some may admire, that theſe great and rich 
Traas of land, 6. ad/oyning to New-E:glind 

no better irihabited, andthat 
the ric of the (oyle, the healthfulneſs of che 
Climate, and the like, ſhould be ndbertes a mo. 
tive to induce people from both places to popu- 
late it. 

To which I anſwer, that whilſt it was under the

together, either enough to make a Town, pr a leſ. 
ſer number; The'e go with che conſent of the Go. 
vernor, and view a TraQ of Land, there being choice 
enough, and finding a place convenient for a Town, 
they 1eturg'to the Governour, who upon their de- 
fire admits them into the Colony, and gives them 
a Grant or Patent for the ſaid Land, for themſelves 
and Aſſociates. Theſe perions being thus qualifi-

Thus have I briefly given you a Relation of 
Neu- Iork, with the places thereunto ad;oyning, 
In which, if L have err'd, ic is principally in not 
giving it ics due commendation, for 
thoſe earthly bleſſings where it is Kon-, Heaven 
hath not been wanting to open his Treaſure, in 
ſending down ſeaſonable ſhowres upon the Earth, 
bleſſing it wich a ſweet and pleaſant Air, and 
a Continuation of ſuch Influences as tend to 
the Health both of Man and Beaſt:- and the 
Climate hath ſuch an affinity with that of Exg · 
land, that it breeds ordinarily no alteration to 
thoſe which remove thitherz that the name 
of (caſoning, which is common to ſome other 
Countreys Rath never there been known; Thatl 
may ſay, and ſay truly, that if there be any 
ns | terreſtrial 
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terrebrial happineſs to be had by people of all raft<, 
eſpecially of an inferior rank, it Ny be 
here : here any one may furniſh him H wich lend, 
and lire rent- yea, wich ſuch a N of 
land, that he may weary himſelf with walk 
his fields of Corn, and all ſo:ts of Grein: and 'er his 
ftock of Cattt lamount to ſome hundreds, he needs 
not ſear their want of paſture in che Summer, or 
Fedder in the Winter, the Woods affording fuffici- 
ent ſupply. For the Summer-(eaſon, where you 
have gral; as high as a mans knees, nay, 25 high as 
his wiſte, interlaced with Pea . vines and other weeds

Shambles for meat, nor Bikers and Brewers for Beer 
and Bread, nor run toa Linnen- Draper for a lupply, 
every one making their own L. innen, and a greit pare 
of their wool len- cloth for their ordinary wearing: 
And how prodigal, if I may ſoſay, hath Nature been 
to furniſh the Countrey with all ſoi ts of wide Beafts 
and 
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and Fowle, which Bll... hath an intereſt in, ald 


may hunt at his pleaſure, where beſides the plea- 
ſure in hunting. may farniſh his houſe with ex- 
cellent fat Veniſon, Turkies, Geeſe, Heath - Hens, 

Cranes, Swans, Ducks, Pidgeons, and the like ; - 
and wearied with that, he may goa Fiſh'ng, where 
the Rivers are ſo furniſhed, that he may ſupply him- 
ſelf with Fiſh before he can leave off the Recreation: 


Where you may travel by Land upon the ſame Con- 


tinent hundreds of miles, and paſſe thorough Towns 

and Villages, and never hear the leaſt complaint for 
want, nor hear any ask you for a farthing: there 
you may lodge in the fields and woods, travel from 


one end of the Countrey to another, with as m ich 


ſecurity as if you were locxt within your o:vn Cham-
